The application has been amended as follows: 

Claims 45-50 and 52-75, line 1, before " composition", insert — mascara — . 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: in view of the two 
declarations, the rejection of claims 43, 45-50, 57-60, 62-63 and 65-81 under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as 
being anticipated by 6,491,93 1 ('931 ) and the rejection of claims 43, 59-63, 65, 69-81 under 35 
U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 6,726,917 ('917) is hereby withdrawn since the fibers are 
not drawn to claimed rigid substantially rectilinear fibers. The rejection of claims 43, 45-50, and 
57-81 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over the combination of U. S. Patents '931 
and 5,91 1,974 ('974) is also withdrawn since patents do not teach or suggest claimed rigid 
substantially rectilinear fibers. The claims are unobvious therefore the rejection of claims 43, 
45-50, 59-63,65, 69-80 are rejected on the ground of nonstatutory obviousness-type double 
patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1, 7-21, 26-37, 41-56, 61- 67, 70 and 72 of U.S. 
Patent No. 6,491,931 is also withdrawn.
